Mr.  Cadeirydd,  Foneddigesau  a Boneddigion, 


Braint  yw  cael  cyflwyno’r  Adroddiad  hwn  ar  iechyd  y Fwrdeisdref 
am  y flwyddyn  1966. 

Bu  cynnydd  o 240,  i 36,910  yn  rhif  y boblogaeth.  ’Roedd  nifer  y 
genedigaethau  yn  661,  hyn  yn  rhoi  cyfartaledd  o 16.6,  yr  isaf  er 
1956.  Ni  chollwyd  un  fam  ar  enedigaeth  plentyn.  Bu  16  baban  o dan 
flwydd  farw,  deg  ohonynt  cyn  bod  yn  fis  oed.  ’Roedd  cyfartaledd 
marw  babanod  o 24.2  gryn  ychydig  yn  uwch  nag  yn  1965. 

Nid  oedd  unrhyw  nevvid  annisgwyl  yn  nosbarthiad  y prif  achosion 
marwolaeth.  Achoswyd  42  % gan  afiechydon  y galon  a’r  gwythiennau 
22%  gan  y cancr  a 12%  gan  afiechydon  anadlol.  ’Roedd  y cynnydd 
o 12  yn  nifer  y marwolaethau  o gancr  y stumog  yn  annisgwyl  ond 
nid  felly  y cynnydd  o achos  cancr  yr  ysgyfaint. 

Bu  effaith  y ffliw  yn  mis  lonawr  yn  drwm  ar  yr  ysgolion  ond  ni  fu 
rhai  hyn  yn  hollol  ddihangol  a phan  oedd  yr  haint  ar  ei  uchafbwynt 
’roedd  nifer  ceisiadau  am  yswiriant  cenedlaethol  i fyny  80  y cant. 

Y frech  goch  oedd  yn  gyfrifol  am  y mwyafrif  o’r  hysbysebion 
afiechydon  heintus.  Bu  un  achos  o’r  paratyphoid  a fewnforiwyd  o’r 
cyfandir.  Hysbyswyd  19  achos  o wenwyno  gan  fwydydd,  y mwyafrif 
yn  berthnasol  i’r  haint  yn  Ysbyty  Maelor.  Yn  sicr  bu  llawer  mwy  o 
achosion  cyffelyb  ond  heb  fod  yn  ddigon  difrifol  i alw’r  meddyg  ac 
felly  heb  eu  hysbysu.  Tuedda’r  cyhoedd  i feddwl  am  yr  haint  hwn 
fel  un  anochel,  un  heb  fod  a’r  gallu  i achosi  llawer  o niwed.  Ond 
cofier  i 15  farw  yn  1965  yng  Nghymru  a Lloegr  o’i  effeithiau  ac  i 
dri  o’r  rhain  fod  yn  blant — un  eneth  deg  oed  a dau  yn  chewch  wyth- 
nos  a thri  mis.  Byddai  safon  uchel  o lanweithdra  mewn  paratoi 
bwyd  a’i  gadw  mewn  cyflwr  boddhaol  yn  atal  yr  haint.  Pwrpas  y 
cwrs  ar  Fwydydd  lechydol  a gynhaliwyd  yn  ystod  y flwyddyn  yw 
addysgu’r  cyhoedd,  pawb  sy’n  ymwneud  a pharatoi  bwydydd — 
un  ai  yn  y cartref  neu  mewn  tai  bwyta — yn  y moddion  effeithiol  i 
rwystro’r  haint. 

Gwnaed  camau  pellach  yn  ystod  y flwyddyn  i wella’r  amgylchedd. 
Cadarnhawyd  yr  ail  Orchymyn  Rheoli  Mwg  a bu  i’r  Pwyllgor 
gefnogi  rhaglen  i gael  yr  holl  Fwrdeisdref  yn  ddi-fwg  a fewn  deng 
mlynedd.  Symudwyd  ymlaen  gyda’r  polisi  o glirio  tai  anaddas  a 
chadarnhaodd  yr  Ysgrifenydd  Gwladol  y Gorchymyn  Prynu 
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Gorfodol  ym  Man  Meifod.  Gwnaed  Gorchymyn  tebyg  yn  gysyll- 
tiedig  a datblygiadau  yn  Hightown.  Bydd  y gwario  ar  reoli  mwg,  ar 
dai  ac  ar  ddileu  tai  anaddas  yn  sicr  o gad  effaith  llesol  ar  iechyd  y 
cyhoedd. 

Cwblhawyd  y gwaith  o adeiladu  flflatiau  Earl’s  Court  i’r  henoed  a 
chartref  Abbeyfield  yn  Ffordd  Dyfed  yn  ystod  y flwyddyn. 

Bu  Gwasanaeth  Gwirfoddol  y Merched  yn  brysur  yn  hala  prydiau 
bwyd  yn  eu  cartrefi  i’r  hen  a’r  methedig;  gobeithir  gallu  ymestyn  y 
gwasanaeth  hwn  yn  y dyfodol  agos.  Pleser  arbennig  yw  nodi 
diddordeb  yr  ieuainc  yn  lies  yr  henoed  a chymaint  pleser  yw  cofnodi 
caredigrwydd  a hynawsedd  llu  o weithwyr  gwirfoddol. 

Diolchaf  i Swyddog  Meddygol  y Sir,  Dr.  M.  T.  Islwyn  Jones  a’i 
staff,  yn  feddygon  a nyrsys  am  bob  cymorth  a chefnogaeth  parod.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  of  Wrexham  for  the  year  1966. 

The  mid  year  population  of  36,910  compared  with  36,670  in  1965. 
There  were  6 more  live  births  but  the  birth  rate  remained  at  16.6, 
the  lowest  since  1956.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths.  Sixteen 
infants  under  12  months  died;  ten  were  under  one  month.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  24.2  was  substantially  higher  than  in  1965. 

There  was  no  great  change  in  the  distribution  of  the  principal 
causes  of  death.  Heart  and  circulatory  disease  caused  42%  of  all 
deaths,  cancer  22%  and  respiratory  disease  12%.  A predicted 
increase  in  deaths  from  lung  cancer  occurred  and  an  unexpected 
increase  of  12  in  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  stomach. 

* An  epidemic  of  Influenza  occurred  during  January.  The  school 
population  was  particularly  affected,  but  older  people  did  not  escape 
the  virus  and  at  the  peak  of  the  outbreak  clairhs  for  sickness 
benefit  were  increased  by  80  %. 

The  majority  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease  were  in  respect 
of  measles.  One  case  of  paratyphoid  fever  occurred,  the  infection 
almost  certainly  having  been  contracted  abroad.  There  were  nineteen 
known  cases  of  food  poisoning,  most  related  to  the  outbreak  at  the 
Maelor  Hospital.  Many  more  cases  must  have  occurred,  cases  where 
symptoms  were  not  serious  enough  to  warrant  medical  attention 
and  therefore  were  not  notified.  Unfortunately  the  public  accept  a 
dose  of  food  poison  as  an  unavoidable  hazard  of  little  consequence. 
But,  during  1965  there  were  15  deaths  associated  with  food  poisoning 
in  England  and  Wales,  one  a little  girl  of  10,  and  two  infants  age  6 
weeks  and  3 months.  Food  poisoning  is  a disease  that  can  and 
should  be  prevented  by  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  food  and  by  sensible  storing  of  prepared  food.  The  object  of 
the  course  in  Food  Hygiene  which  commenced  in  January  is  the 
education  of  all  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  food  both  in  the  home 
and  in  food  establishments. 

In  the  sphere  of  environmental  health  further  progress  was  made 
during  1966.  The  second  Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed  and 
the  Committee  agreed  to  a programme  that  will  make  the  whole 
Borough  smokeless  by  1976.  Progress  was  made  in  the  clearance  of 
unfit  dwellings.  The  Meifod  Place  Compulsory  Purchase  Order, 
comprising  42  unfit  houses  was  confirmed  and  a similar  order  for 
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the  Hightown  Redevelopment  Scheme  was  submitted  for  confirma- 
tion. Expenditure  on  smoke  control,  housing,  and  clearance  of  unfit 
houses  will  inevitably  result  in  great  benefits  to  the  community. 

The  flatlets  for  elderly  people  at  Earl’s  Court  and  the  Abbeyfield 
Home  in  Ffordd  Dyfed  were  completed  and  occupied  during  the 
year. 

The  Women’s  Voluntary  Service  efficiently  maintained  the 
highly  appreciated  service  of  Meals  on  Wheels  for  the  elderly  and 
handicapped,  a service  which  I hope  will  be  extended  in  the  near 
future.  It  is  a pleasure  to  note  the  interest  taken  by  yovmg  people  in 
the  welfare  of  the  elderly  and  to  record  the  generosity  and  humanity 
of  a host  of  volvmtary  workers. 

I thank  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  M.  T.  Islwyn 
Jones,  and  his  staff  both  medical  and  nursing  for  their  help  and 
support.  The  General  Practitioners  and  Hospital  and  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  staff  have  on  all  occasions  co-operated  fully  in 
the  work  of  the  Health  Department. 

I am  glad  to  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  A.  McCartney,  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their 
competent  work  during  the  year.  All  of  us  sincerely  acknowledge 
the  encouragement,  courtesy  and  wise  counsel  of  the  Chairman  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee.

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Five  deaths  were  associated  with  prematurity  and  6 with  congenial 
abnormalities. 

The  cause  of  prematurity  is  unknown  in  about  50%  of  all  cases 
even  with  competant  ante-natal  care.  The  mother’s  health  and  the 
ante-natal  care  she  receives  are  important  factors.  Toxaemia  in  the 
mother  is  a common  cause  because  labour  is  artificially  induced 
early,  before  the  child  is  ready  for  birth. 

For  the  bulk  of  cases  of  congenital  malformations  no  cause  is 
known.  The  incidence  of  malformations  of  all  kinds  is  1 in  40  births. 
Cardiac  abnormalities  are  present  in  6 per  1,000  live  births.  It  is 
known  that  German  Measles  contracted  in  the  early  months  of 
pregnancy  can  cause  cardiac  and  other  abnormalities  and  it  is 
possible  that  environmental  and  genetic  factors  interact  closely  to 
produce  malformation. 

Five  of  six  deaths  over  the  age  of  1 month  were  caused  by  bacterial 
infection  of  the  lungs.  Some  at  least  of  these  deaths  could  be  avoided 
— indeed  any  further  reduction  in  infant  mortality  in  the  im- 
mediate future  will  only  result  from  a decrease  in  these  deaths  from 
bacterial  infections.  Excluding  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  the

Seven  of  the  21  deaths  had  congenital  malformations,  6 were 
premature. 

Stillbirths  and  Neo-natal  deaths  (Under  1 week  of  age)  are 
considered  together  under  the  heading  of  perinatal  mortality.  The 
reason  is  that  they  have  a common  aetiology — causes  found  in  the 
ante-natal  period.

Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  for  the  tenth 
successive  year. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  Annual  Report  of  Mr.  D.B. 
Whitehouse,  M.D.,  F.R.C.S.,  F.R.C.O.G.,  Consultant  Obstetrician 
and  Gynaecologist  to  the  Wrexham  Powys  and  Mawddach  Hospital 
Group. 

“The  report  shows  an  increase  in  the  number  of  mothers  delivered 
at  the  Maternity  Unit,  Maelor  General  Hospital — this  despite  the 
rigid  observation  of  the  principle  of  booking  only  on  strictly  social 
and  medical  grounds.  Early  discharge  of  a high  proportion  of 
mothers  has  been  routine  and  very  few  readmissions  on  this  account 
have  been  necessary. 

The  general  trend  of  a falling  perinatal  mortality  continues  with 
congenital  malformations  and  antepartum  haemorrhage  continuing 
to  be  the  principal  cause  of  perinatal  loss. 

There  were  40  stillbirths  out  of  a total  of  1993  babies  born,  an 
incidence  of  20.1  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  principal  causes  were  congenital  abnormalities  (9),  accidental 
haemorrhage  (7),  placental  insufficiency  (14),  obstetrical  complica- 
tions (7),  and  blood  incompatability  (2). 

There  were  30  neo-natal  deaths  including  two  infants  transferred 
to  Alderhay  Hospital  and  who  died  after  operation  for  congenital 
abnormalities. 

One-hundred-and-sixty-four  premature  babies  of  birth  weight 
5i  lbs.  and  under  were  admitted  to  the  Premature  Unit  ; 21  died  and 
of  these  4 were  under  2 lbs.  and  5 died  of  congenital  malformation. 

Eighty  babies  were  born  with  congenital  malformations  of  which 
9 were  stillborn  and  8 died  after  birth.

There  was  an  increase  of  54  in  the  total  number  of  deaths  com- 
pared with  the  previous  year,  the  principal  causes  being  an  increase 
in  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  (+4),  stomach  cancer  ( + 14),  lung 
cancer  (+9),  respiratory  disease  ( + 16),  and  accidents  (+5). 

There  has  been  no  material  change  in  the  distribution  of  the 
principal  cause  of  death.  Heart  and  circulatory  disease  accounted 
for  47%  of  all  deaths,  cancer  for  22%  and  respiratory  disease  for 
12%.  These  compare  with  figures  of  37.5,  19  and  12  respectively 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1965. 

The  incidence  of  cardio  vascular  disease  in  Britain  has  increased 
fourfold  over  the  past  twenty  years,  an  increase  that  cannot  be 
explained  simply  by  improved  diagnosis.  Probably  a number  of 
factors  are  concerned — lack  of  regular  exercise,  smoking,  stresses  of 
modern  living  as  well  as  dietary  indiscretion.  The  concentrated 
refined  carbohydrates  have  in  the  past  been  linked  with  obesity  and 
dental  decay  and  recent  studies  suggest  that  these  foods,  sugar  and 
white  flour,  stripped  of  their  bulk  and  leading  to  unconscious  over 
consumption  have  a damaging  effect  on  the  cardio  vascular  system. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  has  increased  from 
12  in  1965  to  21  in  1966,  and  remains  6 times  higher  in  men  than  in 
women.  An  unexpected  increase  in  deaths  from  stomach  cancer 
occurred,  two  in  age  group  35-45  years  and  14  over  age  of  65  years. 
— In  Wales  there  has  been  a steady  decline  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  this  disease  since  1955.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  breast  cancer  noted  in  1965  (5)  compared  with  a high  figure  for 
1964  (12)  has  been  maintained  this  year.  There  was  an  increase  of 
three  in  the  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  Uterus.  Cancer  in  these  sites 
— breast  and  uterus  can  be  diagnosed  in  its  very  eariest  stages, 
before  symptoms  appear  and  at  a stage  when  successful  treatment 
can  be  guaranteed. 

Respiratory  disease  caused  52  deaths — the  third  most  common 
cause  of  death.  Death  from  bronchitis  is  often  preceeded  by  long 
spells  of  incapacity  ; indeed  it  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of  29  million 
working  days  each  year  in  England  and  Wales.  No  doubt  progress 
with  smoke  control  will  be  the  one  important  factor  that  will 
reduce  the  incidence  of  this  crippling  disease.  Of  the  pneumonia 
deaths  the  great  majority  were  in  persons  over  60  years  of  age  and 
s even  were  over  80  years. 

Three  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  occurred — two  pulmonary  types 
in  males  aged  54  and  66  years,  in  whom  infection  must  have  occurred 
many  years  before.  One  female  age  42  years  died  following  surgery 
for  removal  of  a Tuberculous  Kidney. 

There  were  15  accidental  deaths,  3 as  a result  of  motor  vehicle 
accidents.  Two  were  car  passengers  aged  41  and  39  years,  and  one  a 
pedestrian  aged  71  years.  The  other  deaths  were  the  result  of  exces- 
sive accidental  doses  of  drugs  and/or  alcohol  and  complications 
from  falls  or  burns  sustained  at  home.

It  is  again  gratifying  to  report  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  or 
Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year,  particularly  when  one  is 
reminded  that  prior  to  1940  the  average  annual  notifications  of 
Diphtheria  numbered  50,000,  with  an  average  of  3,000  deaths;  and 
between  1950 — 1957  there  was  an  average  of  4,500  Poliomyelitis 
notifications  with  250  deaths. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  or  Typhoid  Fever  occurred. 

Almost  70%  of  all  notifications  were  in  respect  of  Measles,  the 
great  majority  of  cases  occurring  in  young  children  under  5 years 
of  age.  No  deaths  occurred  but  the  incidence  of  severe  complications 
is  more  common  than  is  generally  realised  and  during  an  epidemic 
the  disease  imposes  a heavy  burden  on  the  shoulders  of  families, 
family  doctors  and  hospitals. 
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The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever — “sore  throat  with  a rash” 
— was  the  same  as  the  previous  year.  The  enormous  decline  in 
mortality  from  the  disease  was  well  established  before  the  thera- 
peutic advances  of  recent  years;  even  so  serious  complications  do 
occassionally  occur. 

Sporadic  notifications  of  Dysentery  were  received  throughout  the 
year  but  the  majority  occurred  from  April  to  June.  A small  outbreak 
occurred  in  the  Infants  Department  of  Acton  School.  Forty  seven 
pupils  were  absent  for  short  periods  during  June  and  Dysentery 
was  bacteriologically  confirmed  in  five.  A week  old  infant  was 
infected  from  its  mother  who  developed  symptoms  immediately 
prior  to  confinement. 

Nineteen  cases  of  known  food  poisoning  occurred,  the  majority 
associated  with  an  outbreak  at  the  Maelor  Hospital.  Five  members 
of  staff  and  nine  patients  were  bacteriologically  confirmed  to  be 
infected  with  the  food  poisoning  organism  Salmonella  reading.  To 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  infection  two  wards  were  closed  to  ad- 
missions for  one  week  and  all  home  contacts  employed  in  food 
establishments  excluded  from  work;  under  Section  41  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1961 ; such  persons  must  be  compensated  for  any  finan- 
cial loss.  During  the  course  of  the  investigations  two  other  staff 
were  found  to  be  carriers  of  different  types  of  Salmonella. 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  was  notified;  A University 
student  returned  from  a holiday  in  France  on  the  30th  August. 
There  was  an  abrupt  onset  of  illness  on  the  11th  September,  the 
illness  later  confirmed  paratyphoid  fever.  Extensive  investigation  of 
contacts  in  Dorking  and  Croydon  where  the  patient  had  stayed  on 
her  return  from  France,  were  all  negative.  Infection  had  almost 
certainly  occurred  on  the  continent. 

Seven  of  ten  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  in 
patients  over  50  years  of  age,  when  infection  must  have  occurred 
many  years  earlier.  Three  patients  were  in  the  20-30  years  of  age 
group,  one  young  man  being  diagnosed  on  routine  x-ray  examinations 
prior  to  college  entrance.  A male  age  28  years  was  notified  Tubercu- 
lous Meningitis.

All  infants  are  medically  examined  on  their  first  visit  and  at 
specified  periodic  intervals  for  developmental  progress,  and  advise 
on  infant  care  and  feeding  is  given.  Prevention  of  illness  and  disease 
is  the  prime  function  of  Local  Health  Authority  services  and  “every 
Local  Health  Authority  must  provide  for  the  vaccination  of  persons 
against  smallpox  and  diphtheria  and  against  such  other  diseases 
as  the  Minister  may  approve.” 

Immunisation  commences  at  3 months  with  a course  of  three 
injections  of  Triple  Vaccine  at  monthly  intervals — Diphtheria, 
Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough.  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  com- 
mences at  6 months  and  Smallpox  vaccination  after  the  child’s 
first  birthday.  A booster  dose  of  Triple  vaccine  is  given  at  18  months 
and  booster  doses  of  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Poliomyelitis  at  school 
entry. 

Of  655  chiildren  born  in  1965,  74%  have  so  far  been  immunised 
against  Diptheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping  Cough,  60%  against 
Poliomyelitis  and  50%  have  received  their  primary  Smallpox 
vaccination.  These  figures  compare  with  71%,  65%  and  33% 
respectively  for  England  and  Wales. 
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Absence  of  a particular  disease  in  a community  leads  to  a false 
sense  of  security  and  a reduction  in  the  acceptance  rate  of  active 
protection.  The  incidence  of  Poliomyelitis  reached  a record  low 
level  in  England  and  Wales  in  1964.  But  in  1965  a rise  occurred  due 
to  an  outbreak  in  Blackburn  where  34  paralytic  and  26  non- 
paralytic cases  occurred.  The  disease  can  be  eradicated  by  a high 
acceptance  rate  of  immunisation;  this  is  particularly  important  in  the 
case  of  the  pre-school  child  who  is  the  most  important  transmitter 
of  virus  in  the  community  and  who  most  requires  immunisation 
against  Poliomyelitis. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  same  year 
(in  England  and  Wales),  most  in  two  outbreaks  in  South  East 
England.  Over  the  past  ten  years  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough 
has  steadily  decreased ; but  the  disease  carries  a high  mortality  rate 
amongst  infants  under  twelve  months.  Tetanus  is  relatively  un- 
common but  has  a very  high  mortality  rate. 

All  these  diseases  can  and  should  be  prevented. 

Family  Planning  Clinic 

The  Clinic  is  held  on  Thursdays  from  2-4  p.m.  The  Medical 
Officer,  Dr.  Alice  Speight,  is  assisted  by  a trained  nurse,  the  Secretary 
Mrs.  M.  E.  Sparshott  and  a group  of  voluntary  helpers. 

During  the  year  there  was  a total  attendance  of  1,385  and  145 
cervical  smears  were  taken  and  examined. 

Cervical  Cytology 

The  prime  aim  is  the  early  detection  of  cancer  of  the  neck  of  the 
uterus  but  in  addition  other  examinations  and  investigations  are 
performed.  The  Clinic  at  1 Grosvenor  Road  commenced  in 
September.  The  main  effort  is  directed  towards  women  over  35 
years,  but  younger  women  who  request  this  screening  are  not 
turned  away. 

One-hundred-and-sixty-seven  women  were  examined.  There  were 
no  positive  results  for  uterus  cancer  but  9 breast  lesions  were  found, 
7 had  raised  blood  pressure,  37  were  anaemic,  6 had  defective  vision 
and  5 had  abnormality  of  the  urine. 

Chiropody 

Clinics  at  1 Grosvenor  Road,  and  Queen’s  Park  Clinic,  by 
appointment. 

The  service  is  restricted  to  the  elderly. Transport  is  provided  where 
necessary. 

Dental  Clinics 

Five  full  time  and  3 part  time  dental  surgeons  are  employed  in  the 
County.  Mr.  B.  T.  Broadbent  attends  as  Orthodontic  Consultant. 

The  service  is  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  for  children 
of  school  age  and  under. 


WELSH  HOSPITAL  BOARD 
Mass  Radiography  Service 

The  Unit  provides  a service  which  supplements  the  Hospital  and 
Chest  Clinic  services. 

Three-thousand-seven-hundred-and-forty-six  were  examined  dur- 
ing 1966  at  the  Wrexham  Unit,  64  were  referred  for  further  investiga- 
tion at  the  Chest  Clinic. 

Venereal  Disease  Clinic 

The  clinic  is  held  at  the  War  Memorial  Hospital.  Two  new  cases 
of  Syphillis  and  22  of  Gonorrhoea  were  treated.  The  figures  for 
1965  were  4 and  22  respectively. 

Bacteriology  and  Virology 

The  majority  of  bacteriological  and  virology  investigations  are 
carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Chester.  During 
emergencies  the  Laboratory  at  the  War  Memorial  Hospital  accept 
specimens  for  bacteriological  examination.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


I am  obliged  to  Mr.  H.  Seddon,  B.Sc.,  M.I.C.E.,  M.I.W.E., 
Engineer  to  the  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  Water  Company 
for  the  following  report  on  the  water  supply. 

(a)  The  water  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

(b)  (i)  A total  of  31  samples  of  raw  water  were  bacteriologic- 

ally  examined. 

(ii)  A total  of  81  samples  of  water  from  treatment  works 
were  bacteriologically  examined,  of  which  79  were 
satisfactory. 

(iii)  A total  of  24  samples  of  water  from  the  Company’s 
service  reservoirs  and  consumers’  taps  were  bacterio- 
logically examined,  of  which  23  were  satisfactory.  A 
further  19  samples  were  examined  by  Dr.  Ingham  of 
the  Pathological  Department,  Chester  Royal  Infirmary, 
all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

iv  Numerous  chemical  analyses  of  water  from  the 
Company’s  treatment  works  were  made. 

V One  fluoride  determination  was  carried  out  on  each 
raw  water  supply,  the  fluoride  content  of  each  source 
was  less  than  0.1  p.p.m. 

(c)  No  plumbo  solvency  tests  were  carried  out  on  waters  in  1966 
but  tests  before  and  since  1966  have  shown  that  the  waters 
have  no  plumbo  solvency  tendencies. 

(d)  No  significant  bacteriological  contamination  occurred  in 
1966.  Any  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  samples  which  did 
occur  were  followed  up  and  resampled  immediately.  These 
usually  proved  to  be  satisfactory  on  resampling.  A number  of 
complaints  of  discoloured  water  were  received  from  con- 
sumers during  1966.  These  consumers  were  usually  supplied 
from  cul-de-sac  mains.  Routine  procedure  in  these  cases  is 
to  flush  the  main  to  restore  the  supply  to  a clean  condition. 

(e)  The  number  of  premises  supplied  within  the  Borough  of 
Wrexham  is  12,902.  The  population  supplied  is  approximately 
36,000.  No  water  is  supplied  by  means  of  standposts. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  interim 
extension  at  Five  Fords  Sewage  Works. 

Sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  in  general  very  satisfactory. 
Certain  difficulties  occurred  in  an  area  of  new  private  housing 
development  during  times  of  surcharge.  The  Health  Committee 
considered  and  approved  a scheme  submitted  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor  to  rectify  the  deficiency. 

REGISTERED  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Twenty-First  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Department. 

Staff  changes  during  the  year  included  the  departure  of  Mr.  D.  T. 
Owen,  Public  Health  Inspector,  who  left  the  Department  in  March 
to  take  up  an  appointment  at  Abergele.  He  was  not  replaced  until 
December  when  Mr.  P.  R.  Atkin  joined  the  Department  from 
Chester  County  Borough. 

The  clearance  of  unfit  houses  has  continued  steadily,  and  we  are 
now  well  within  sight  of  completing  our  programme. 

The  No.  2 Smoke  Control  Order  was  confirmed  during  the  year, 
and  it  was  regrettable  that  the  operative  date  had  to  be  deferred  for 
one  year.  However,  excellent  progress  has  been  made  on  the  survey 
for  the  third  smoke  control  area,  and  we  are  now  accepting  clean 
air  administration  as  a normal  part  of  the  daily  routine  of  the 
Department. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  greatly  increased  use  of  the  Municipal 
Abattoir,  and  all  the  signs  point  to  a similar  trend  in  the  future. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  work  with  Dr.  Alwyn  Griffith,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  and  I join  with  him  in  expressing  thanks  to  all  the 
staff  for  their  excellent  work  during  a busy  year.I  would  also  record 
my  appreciation  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  and  to  all  the  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  your  continued  support  and  guidance.

The  Public  Health  Department  has  been  very  actively  engaged  on 
clean  air  administration  during  the  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors.  The  second  Smoke  Control  Order  made  by  the  Council 
was  confirmed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in  April,  1966,  with  the 
operative  date  fixed  for  November  1st,  1966.  Subsequently,  how- 
ever, it  was  evident  that  the  time  between  the  date  of  confirmation 
and  the  proposed  operative  date  would  not  be  sufficient  for  all  the 
necessary  adaptations  to  be  completed,  especially  in  the  Council 
owned  dwellings,  and,  accordingly,  the  date  of  operation  was 
altered  to  November  1st,  1967 — a deferment  of  one  year. 

The  delay  in  bringing  the  second  smoke  control  order  into  opera- 
tion has  in  no  way  altered  the  Committee’s  determination  to  pursue 
its  clean  air  policy  as  quickly  as  circumstances  will  allow.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year,  a phased  programme  covering  a period  of  10 
years  was  approved  by  the  Council.  This  envisages  the  remainder 
of  the  town  being  divided  into  six  more  smoke  control  areas — all 
of  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  operative  by  1977. 

As  a result  of  information  which  has  been  obtained  during  our 
surveys,  and  of  opinions  expressed  by  householders,  I am  con- 
vinced that  the  prejudice  against  clean  air,  which  was  common 
when  the  Clean  Air  Act  was  passed  in  1956,  has  largely  disappeared. 
Many  owners  and  occupiers  of  houses  are  impatient  to  play  their 
part  in  clearing  the  air  in  their  own  localities,  and  are  constantly 
expressing  their  sense  of  frustration  when  informed  that,  to  qualify 
for  grant  aid,  they  will  have  to  wait  for  formal  action  to  be  taken 
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by  the  local  authority.  Further  to  this,  a town  like  Wrexham,  with  a 
large  number  of  Council  dwellings  built  before  the  last  war,  is  faced 
with  a difficult  problem.  Hundreds  of  fireplaces  in  these  dwellings 
now  require  replacement  as  a matter  of  some  urgency,  and  it  is,  to 
say  the  least,  irritating,  when  it  is  known  that  these  houses  will  be 
covered  by  smoke  control  orders  in  the  next  two  or  three  years, 
and  yet  adaptations  have  to  be  carried  out  now  with  no  grant  aid 
to  the  local  authority.  In  my  opinion,  there  is  no  doubt  that  a strong 
case  can  be  presented  on  behalf  of  the  many  local  authorities  who 
would  like  to  be  able  to  make  grants  to  householders  who  desire  to 
go  smokeless  in  advance  of  smoke  control  areas  being  declared.

Registration  and  Inspection 

During  the  year  63  premises  were  registered,  bringing  the  total 
number  of  premises  registered  to  588.  There  are  still  a considerable 
number  of  occupiers  of  premises  who  have  failed  to  register  their 
premises,  despite  constant  pressure,  which  has  included  personal 
visits  to  such  premises  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

351  premises  have  had  a general  inspection,  including  126 
during  1966. 

Operation  of  the  General  Provisions  of  the  Act 

Pressure  of  other  work  within  the  Department  has  limited  the 
amount  of  time  given  to  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  during  the  year. 
Nevertheless  it  is  considered  that  reasonably  satisfactory  progress 
has  been  made  to  see  that  the  general  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being 
complied  with. 

Out  of  a total  of  178  notices  served  for  a variety  of  infringe- 
ments 61  of  the  notices  had  been  fully  complied  with  by  the  end  of 
1966,  and  in  the  majority  of  the  remaining  premises,  most  of  the 
requirements  had  been  met. 

No  applications  for  exemptions  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 
Investigation  of  Accidents 

Fifteen  accidents  which  occurred  in  shops  or  offices  were  notified 
during  the  year,  and  all  were  investigated.  Thirteen  female  employees 
and  2 male  employees  were  involved.  Falling  on  staircases  and 
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slipping  on  floors  was  the  main  cause  of  accidents,  although  there 
were  single  instances  of  burns  from  hot  fat,  and  cuts  caused  by 
dropping  a glass  counter  fitting. 

Of  the  31  accidents  investigated  since  the  Act  came  into  force,  it 
is  of  interest  to  note  that  6 of  these  have  occurred  at  one  premises 
in  the  Borough.  The  health  and  welfare  facilities  provided  at  these 
particular  premises  are  of  the  highest  order,  and  all  the  require- 
ments of  the  Act  are  more  than  fully  complied  with. 

Prosecutions 

There  were  no  prosecutions  during  the  year. 

General  Observations 

It  is  considered  that  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  within  the  Borough 
is  proceeding  satisfactorily.  Apart  from  a small  number  of  premises 
where  major  structural  works  are  involved,  all  outstanding  notices 
should  be  fully  complied  \vith  in  the  near  future.  The  general  environ- 
mental conditions  under  which  employees  in  shops  and  offices  are 
working  will,  in  consequence,  be  much  improved,  and,  as  the  staff 
position  in  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  brought  up  to 
full  establishment,  it  is  anticipated  that  progress  in  the  administration 


of  the  Act  will  be  accelerated  during  the  coming  year.

CLEARANCE  OF  UNFIT  HOUSES 
Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  dealing  with  the 
clearance  of  unfit  houses.  The  Meifod  Place  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  was  confirmed.  This  dealt  with  the  clearance  of  42  houses 
with  a population  of  1 19  persons.  In  addition,  three  Clearance  Areas 
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in  the  Hightown  area  were  included  in  one  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  which  was  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  in  November, 
1966.  The  Order  deals  with  a total  of  188  properties,  76  of  which  are 
considered  to  be  unfit.  One  Closing  Order  affecting  an  individual 
unfit  house  was  also  made  during  the  year. 

Since  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  was  resumed  in  1955,  35 
Clearance  Areas  have  been  declared,  involving  537  houses,  and 
individual  action  has  been  taken  with  regard  to  121  houses.  In 
addition,  a total  of  364  dwellings,  mainly  temporary  hutments  and 
prefabricated  houses  have  been  demolished  and  replaced  by  per- 
manent houses.  The  total  of  unfit  dwellings  dealt  with  is  1 ,022  with 
a population  of  2,801  persons. 

The  Council’s  current  clearance  programme  is  virtually  completed, 
as  less  than  50  unfit  dwellings  remain  to  be  dealt  with..

Of  the  58  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  during 
the  year,  only  one  received  an  adverse  report.  This  concerned  a 
sample  of  “channel  island”  milk  which,  on  analysis,  proved  to  be 
slightly  deficient  in  fat  content.  The  producer  concerned  was  advised 
and  cautioned  accordingly.  Further  samples  from  this  source  have 
been  foimd  to  be  genuine.  In  addition  to  the  usual  tests  for  quality, 
the  Public  Analyst  carries  out  further  checks  for  the  presence  of 
antibiotics  on  all  samples  of  farm  bottled  milk  submitted  to  him. 
All  such  tests  carried  out  during  the  year  proved  negative.  There 
was  no  trace  of  extraneous  water  in  any  of  the  milk  sampled  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  analyst  reported  that  of  the  44  samples  of  food,  other  than 
milk,  submitted  for  analysis,  only  one  gave  cause  for  complaint. 
The  objection  was  of  a technical  nature  relating  to  the  labelling  of 
a sample  of  bubblegum.  I wrote  to  the  manufacturers  concerned 
explaining  the  Analyst’s  objections,  and  they  gave  an  undertaking  to 
correct  the  labelling  statement  in  question.  All  other  samples  were 
certified  as  being  genuine  and  free  from  all  prohibited  preservatives 
and  colouring  matter. 

Apart  from  the  milk  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst, 
67  samples  of  milk  taken  from  Schools,  Institutions  and  Milk 
Vending  Machines  in  the  Wrexham  Borough  were  tested  in  the 
Wrexham  Office  by  the  Inspectors.  All  these  samples  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory  and  up  to  the  standard  prescribed  by  the  Sale  of 
Milk  Regulations. 
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Duties  Relating  to  Ice-Cream 

There  are  150  registered  premises  for  ice-cream  including  three 
manufacturers.  The  shops  selling  ice-cream  are  supplied  by  eleven 
different  makers.

Six  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical 
analysis,  and  were  found  to  be  up  to  the  required  statutory  standard. 

Inspection  of  Meat 

A total  of  56,615  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoir  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  11,171  compared  with  1965.  The  amount  of 
meat  condemned  as  unfit  rose  by  seven  tons  on  the  previous  year. 

The  increased  activity  at  the  Abattoir  is  welcome,  and  future 
prospects  appear  to  be  bright.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  negotia- 
tions were  almost  completed  with  the  Fatstock  Marketing  Corpora- 
tion for  a 21  year  lease  on  part  of  the  Abattoir  premises  which  should 
be  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  both  the  Company  and  the  Borough 
Council.
